Business conditions have clearly im- 


proved, thong-h business has not. It is 
the torpid season and better prospects 
have little eiVect as yet. 
Gold exports 


have been stopped and foreiyn advices 
are more promising as respects an 
early and large demand for American 
products. 
The operations of foreign- 


ers in the stock market, have reflected 
little beyond the troubles of specula- 
tors at the London settlements and 
varying degrees of ignorance about 
American affairs. 
The prospect for 


large crops of cotton and corn is still 
excellent and neither movements of 
wheat nor markets give rise to low 
estimates. 
,. 


Wheat is going- ont with more free- 


dom than is usual for the season and 
Atlantic exports have been, 1,1101,119 
bushels, flour included, for the week, 
against 900,248 last year; and for lour 
weeks, 6,504,200 bushels, against 3,42V 
321 last year. 
Lower rail rates helped 


corn to make a new low record at 30.13 
cents, and prospects, are generally fa- 
vorable. 


Cotton advanced a quarter on reports 


of injury, but there are really few who 
expect less than a large yield. 
Several 


weeks of extremely slack demand for 
cotton goods have brought a further 
reduction in print cloths to 3.44 cents 
instead of the advance expected in con- 
sequence of the 
stoppage of 
four 


million spindles, but prints are selling 
more freely, while brown and bleached 
goods are dull, except for export kinds. 
The woolen mills do not gain, light 
weights opening 5 to 7% per cent, 
lower in price than last year, and sales 
of wool now reported are less than a 
quarter of a full week's consumption. 
Orders taken in light weights, have been 
very few, and for low priced goods.

known as Frederick 
Whitney, who 


committed suicide at the Maryland 
penitentiary Saturday, appears by his 
own confession to have added murder 
to his long list of crimes. Friday aft- 
ernoon Whitney sought out'Warden 
Weiler and intimated that he meant to 
end his miserable existence. In the 
course of his conversation, with Mr. 
Weiler the man said his'real name was 
1'Yederiek llildebnind and that his 
home was in Detroit, Mich. 


Thc "hold-up" of City Councilman 


Swindell, for which Whitney was serv- 
ing an IS years'sentence, occurred on 
March 2S, ISSI5. 
In his confession ho 


said that while ileeing from tho Haiti- 
more detectives he killed and robbed a 
man in Altoona, L'a., in April of last 
year. 


"While we were in Altoona," de- 


clared Whitner, or llildebrand, to the 
warden Friday, "I assaulted a man on 
the street, murdered him and robbed 
him of his money, quite a large sum. 
For this murder another man was ar- 
rested, tried and convicted." 


"Was your pal, Williams, implicated 


in this murder?" asked the warden. 


"No, sir, I did it all myself. lam 


alone guilty and can stand the strain 
no longer." 


The warden tried to gain more in- 


formation from his prisoner, but failed. 
He set apart an hour for a further con- 
ference with Hildobrand, but the op- 
portunity for which the prisoner had 
long waited presented itself Saturday, 
and the unfortunate man threw him- 
self from a window and dashed out his 
brains on the flagging 30 feet below. 


In formation from Altoona states that 


April 5, I8(»r>, Henry Bonnoka, a rcput- 
ud miser, w;is murdered. A man named 
Wilson was arrested and convicted of 
the crime, mainly on circumstantial 
evidence, and is now awaiting tho 
death sentence. 


Thc suicide was 35 years of age.

John B. Williams, who was impli- 


cated in the Swindell "hold-up," in 
this city, and is serving a 18-year's sen- 
tence in the penitentiary, confessed to 
Warden Weiler Sunday that Hilde- 
brnnd's statement was true.

neka," he said, "and secured $11,000. 
I helped him count the money. We 
hid it near Altoona."

Three other men fell under suspicion 
and finally one of them, Frank Wilson, 
was arrested. 


Wilson at first admitted having been 


present when Bonnoka was killed. He 
afterward retracted his admission and 
was recently tried and convicted of 
murder in the first degree. 
He is now 


under sentence of death in the county- 
jail. 
The other two men wlio are sus- 


pected of having been Wilson's acces- 
sories are still fugitives from justice.

learned that 


Hildebraml was insane when he made 
the confession. 
The news created a 


good deal of excitement in this city, 
especially among the people who be- 
lieve Wil.son and Farrell are innocent, 
they having been convicted of the mur- 
der of the miser on circumstantial evi- 
dence.

The attorneys for Tom McKee wor- 


ked a little surprise party on the prose- 
cution in mayor's court Saturday after- 
noon, where McKee was granted a pre- 
liminary hearing before Mayor Row. 
By the evidence brought in from Ken- 
tucky, a complete alibi for McKee was 
clearly established. If tho evidence 
brought out Saturday cannot, he im- 
peached in probate court, whore the 
case will be brought up for a re-hearing 
this week, McKee will most likely go 
free. 
Mayor Row did not consider the 


evidence of a very creditable nature 
Saturday aud recognized McKeo ,to an- 
swer in common pleas court. Bond 
was fixed at §3,000, and McKee was 
taken out to jail. 


It was expected by the prosecution 


that the next step taken by McKeo's 
attorneys, after failing to got a writ of 
habeas corpus, would be to establish 
an alibi, but they hardly looked for 
such evidence as was borught in. Only 
four or five witnesses were called by 
the prosecution, it being deemed poor 
policy to show up a full hand this early 
in the game. Messrs. Titus aud Peeb- 
les were called upon to identify the 
notices hung on the church door aud 
to compare the writing of Mrs. Basham 
with that of the placards. Both were 
pretty positive that it was the same 
handwriting. 
Attorney 
McCormick 


pointed out a little dissimilarity in the 
formation of the letter. Juthe writing 
known to be Mrs. Basham's the letter 
h had no loop at the top.. Most of the 
letters on the placard had loops to 
them. 


There was a vigorous kick on the 


part of the defense when the notes, pla- 
cards and other writings of Mrs. Bas- 
ham were introduced as evidence. The 
court held they were -to be taken for 
what they were worth. 


Marshal Watkins testified that in 


conversation with McKee, the latter 
voluntarily admitted that he was up in 
the cornfield where the tracks and torn 
note were found. 
It was on Thursday, 


and he said he went np to meet the 
Basham woman. 


One of the most important witnesses 


for the prosecution was W. C. Parrott, 
a shipping clerk at the Burgess. He 
testified that ou the night of the explos- 
ion he was out on the river practicing 
rowing. 
He met McKee on the Ken- 


tucky side up above Spriugville about 
5 -.30 in the evening. McKee wanted 
to borrow his skiff to cross the river. 
He asked him how long he would be 
gone, and MeKee said he would not be 
back uutil late. 
There was a boy with 


McKee. 
He thought they borrowed 


a John-boat of somebody else. 
He 


never saw McKee before and did not 
know the Basham woman. 


The first witness called for the de- 


fense was a boy named Chas. Meyers, 
or Lybrook, as he is better known. He 
was a very poor wifcnesss, and his tes- 
timony was worthless. He is about 18 


strength of the alibi proven to clear 
their client. 
Both Mr. McOormick 


and Mr. Funk made strong pleas before 
tho court.. MoKees lawyers are cer- 
tainly working with all their might to 
got him out of the scrape.
